Talks on Matters of Intercut Concern- 


ing (lie Philippines. 


Manila, 
Dec. 
16—Roar 
Admiral 


Dewey when a correspondent of the 
Associated Press called upon him to- 
day pleasantly 
but 
absolutely de- 


clined to discuss the political situa- 
tion in the Philippine islands on the 
ground that his sphere is purely naval. 
The gallant admiral seldom goes ashore 
and insisted that his interviewer was j 
in a better position to acquire in- j 
formation than himself. He then pro- 
ceeded to cross-examine the corres- 
pondent about everything ashore. 


He was glad to learn that the in- 


surgents were releasing the sick Span- 
ish soldiers held prisoners notwith- 
standing Aguinaldo's grandiloquent re- 
fusal to do so. This proves that the in- 
surgents are very conciliatory in spite 
of their defiant talk. Admiral Dewey 
i always believed the insurgents were 


friendly, especially since the warships

Halifax. Dec. 16.—The British tramp 


steamer Atlantic, Captain Inv.'ood, -,\us 
towed into this port by the British steam- 
er Elton, Captain Ramsay, from Balti- 
more to Queenstown, yesterday, after a 
thrilling experience seldom paralleled 
in t*e history of navieatien on the At- 
lantic ocean. The Atlantic presented a 
sorry sight is she passed up the harbor. 
Her decks arid houses h*d a battered1 ap- 
pearance and lier steel sicies bore evi- 
dences of the terrific onslaught of th« 
wind and seas as she rolled helpless In 
the deep. 


Leaving Swansea Nov. 17, the Atlantic 


was caught in a gule Nov. 30 and D«c. I, 
during wlilch her tailahaft was carried 
away and her machinery damaged. Sh« 
was finally taken in.tow by the steamei 
Bddlystone. The vessels • continued in 
tow for IS hours, when the hawsers broke 
near the bend and the Atlantic drifted 
away. Three hours later she was again 
taken in tow and the two steamers pro- 
ceeded through the storm until 5:30 p. m. 
T>ec. 5, when the hawser snapped and the 
Atlantic was driven out of sight In tha 
storm. She was then 5fl miles west ol 
Jtfantueket shoals, and, laboring: very 
heavily, drifted on tie sands, finally com- 
ing- to anchor in 10 fatho-ms of water at 
6 p. m. 


Rockets were sent up to Attract atten- 


tion, and at % o'clock the folio-wing morn- 
ing a United States revenue cutte-r was 
spoken. The Atlantic was preparing to 
weigh anchor to drift southward with the 
tida, but acting on the advice of the cap- 
tain of ths cutter. Captain Inwood decid- 
ed to wait at anchor for assistance, H< 
ve*r«d t« 70 fathoms of water, and at 3 
p. m., Dec. 8, sighted a steamer, which 
However did not respond to the Atlantic's 
slignal of distress. The disabled vessel 
remained at anchor, continually showing 
distress signals until 6 a. m., Dec. 9, when 
she started to weigh anchor, but was 
compelled to de&ist owing to thevlelence 
of the gale and the terrific seas. At 10 a. 
m., however, sh* hoisted anchor and 
stood away to the south, as she was then 
lying at a very dangerous anchorage and 
completely out of the track of passing 
steamers. Fresh gales with snaw squalls 
followed, and the steamer drifted under 
a foratopsa-ii and jib 120 miles to the , 
southeast, encountering terrible weather, 
which tossed the ship severely and 
threatened her with disaster. At 2 p. 
m. en the 11th the captain tried to wear 
•hip, but she would not answer the helm, 
and she was hove to under bare poles. 


A hard gale with seas which poured 


over the craft eame, and an anxious 
night followed, during which It was 
feared that the steamer would go flown 
In the awful etorm. During: the night 
the Atlantic bore down upon another 
steamer, which was showing signals of 
distress. Captain inwood sent up rock- 
ets, but no answer was made by the other 
unfortunate craft. This strange craft 
ehowedi two red lights and was last seen 
a few Kliles away 
frem 
the position 


where ths Atlantic was picked up by the 
Sllton. Th« position given was latitude 
89.12 north, longitude 67.S3, and it is be- 
lieved that the distressed ship may have 
been the overdue Star liner Matteawan. 


On Dec. 8 word came from Nantucket 


to the effect that the British steamship 
Atlantic was anchored on Nantucket 
shoals, with her shaft broken, and that 
she Vequired immediate assistance. The 
captain Of the Atlantic said he had 
drifted all over the ocean in the then 
recent gales, and the unmanageable con- 
dition of his ship made her safety a mat- 
ter of considerable doubt. The vessel 
sustained a terrible buffeting in the gale 
of Sunday, Dec. 4. The engineers at that 
time had been working night and day 
for 160 hours, trying to repair the frac- 
tured shaft 


On Dec. 9 the ocean tug Btorm King 


left Boston to assist the steamship, but 
did not succeed in finding her. Later the 
tuge Underwriter and Mercury joined in 
the search, but on Dec. 12 they all put 
Into Vineyard Haven and reported, that 
they were unable to locate h«r. She had 
mysteriously disappeared.

Jury Declares That Engineer Getchell 


Is Guilty of Manslaughter, 


Defendant Gives His Version 


of the Accident. 


Admits Seeing Danger Signals, but Claims 


That Brakti Failed to Work.

It mav turn out that "William Dob- 


son did a good thing for the city when 
he made reference to 
the working 


hours of the police patrolmen in his 
Tuesday night's speech. 
Mr. Dobson 


declared it was cruel to make men pa- 
trol the streets 12 long hours a. day in 
such weather as this. He said it was 
no wonder officers stole into a store, 
once in a while, to hold their hands 
near to a stove and he was applauded 
when he said that the patrolmen did 
not steal into stores often enough. Mr. 
Dobson was 
not 
properly informed 


concerning his subject and he left the 
impression with his audience that the 
chief of police was responsible for the 
long hours the patrolmen were on duty. 
Chief Kendall has taken the trouble to 
Inform Mr. Dobson and, in a letter to 
the newspapers, states the men are on 
duty only ten hours a day with some 
slight exceptions. 
The chief 
further 


states that he would welcome addition- 
al men to the force, that with the pres- 
ent small number of men the city can- 
not be properly patrolled and the men 
•work less hours. 


The police force of any city gets less 


sympathy probably than any body of 
public servants and this city certainly 
makes no exception to the rule. In 
this community the police force has 
been 
between the 
proverbial 
mill 


stones—the class among whom and the 
class for whom it is active. Public 
sentiment is always ready to be raised 
against the police force. It seems that 
the people keep a. supply of indigna- 
tion on tap specially for the policemen 
and are aching for the slightest ex- 
cuse to pour it out on the helmeted 
heads. And our experience as a city 
has proven that even officialdom can 
be needlessly aroused 
against the 


friendless blue coat 
Of course the 


criminal class have tender spots in 
their hearts for the policemen—such 
spots as substitute bricks for bouquets. 
These people think that the only good 
policeman is a dead policeman. They 
heap upon him the vilest language, 
spit on him in their hateful rage, mis- 
represent him for the purpose of re- 
venge and often assault him in an at- 
tempt on his life. And the policeman

District Attorney Makes It Look Bad 


For Senator Keunn}, 


"Wilmington, Del., Dec. 16.—At theitriai 


of United States Senator R, K. Keimey, 
District Attorney Vandegrift, in sum- 
ming up, said in part: 
"The defendant 


here stands stripped of every defense 
that he and his able counsel have under- 
taken to make.

Messrs. Bird and Biggs, for the de- 


fense, declared that Kenney had no evil 
Intent when he gave the checks, and 
that he benefited not a cent by the 
Whole transaction.

pearances the case will not go to the 
Jury before tomorrow.

Boston, Dec. 16.—G-overnor Wolcott has 


declined to interfere in the case of Police- 
man Knowlton, who was dismissed from 
the force last Saturday, after a hearing 
before the police commissioners on a 
charge of accepting money from a woman 
to keep her informed of intended raids 
upon her house. Knowlton's counsel ap-

Dedham. Mas*, Dec. 16.—The Jury in 


the ease of Engineer Daniel W. Getch- 
*11, charged with manslaughter In con- 
nection with the Hyde Park disaster, 
after SO minutes' deliberation yesterday 
afternoon, brought in a verdict of guilty. 
The case will be taken to the full bench 
OK exceptions. 


The jury retired at 3:50 o'clock and 


were back in the courtroom at 5:40. Ther« 
were few there awaiting them, as It was 
thought that it would tak« all night to 
reach a verdict. 


As the foreman aroao to give b* ver- 


dict, Getchell stood in his place out- 
wardly, at least, as cool as the judge on 
the bench, and when the verdict was an- 
nounced he sat down, apparently un- 
moved. 


Judg« Sherman, after the receipt " the 


verdict, said: "I am bound to say that 
you could not properly come to any other 
conclusion. The case is very clear. At- 
torney Grover made quite an Ingenious 
defense. This case has been one of the 
fairest in my experience. I know, gen- 
tlemen, that you have feelings of re- 
luctance in rendering a verdict of this 
nature, but I feel that you have clone 
your duty. However, I do not think that 
the defendant purposely did anything 
•wrong." 


Judge Sherman, In closing, cited a num- 


ber of cases of negligence which had 
come under his observation. 


One of the jurors said that the verditft 


•was reached on the third ballot, the 
voting ha\*!ng stood each time as follows: 


First ballot—Guilty. J; not guilty, 3. 
Second ballot—Guilty, 11; not guilty, L 
Third ballot—Guilty, 12: not guilty, 0. 
"WTien Judge Grover called the de- 


fendant to the stand there was a gen- 
eral craning of necks, and the Jury 
settled in its seats preparatory to giving 
llim Its most careful attention. 


Mr. Getchell was as calm as any mem- 


ber of the jury as he took the rtand, 
and throughout his testimony, even un- 
der the cross examination of District 
Attorney Harris, h« maintained the de- 
meanor that one would expect of an 
engineer who stood by the throttle In 
the face of death, as h« did at Sharon 
after his fireman had jumped. 


He reviewed his railroad work and 


described the trip from Mansfield on th« 
fatal nrght. When near Sharon Heights, 
he said, he applied the brakes lightly, 
then shut off steam. 
When within a 


short distance of the Sharon depot hi 
eaw a red light and put on the^alr. but 
the brakes failed to hold. He then ap- 
plied the emergency check, and when 
that failed him, he reversed. When ha 
applied the brakes his train was making 
about 40 miles an hour. 


This concluded the evidence, and at the 


afternoon session Judge Grover made his 
closing argument. He held that Getchell 
•was in charge of a strange engine, and 
that it was the first time he had ever 
had occasion to apply the emergency 
brake: that Getchell was not to blame 
for the failure of the air brakes to hold; 
or for the failure of the emergency checks 
to do their work within the allotted time. 


For the government. Mr. Harris re- 


viewed the law governing criminal negli- 
gence, and argued that the negligence in 
Getchell's case consisted of a palpable 
disregard for danger signals. i-iHe con- 
tended that the brakes of the train were 
in working order. 


The government claimed that Get- 


chell wilfully ignored the properly-set 
danger signals and ran into the train 
•which he knew to be standing at Sharon 
to- due to be there. 


The defense did not deny that the 


danger signals were set, but claimed 
that the air brakes refused to work, and 
that Getchell. who was not responsible 
for the faulty condition of the brakes, 
did everything in his power to stop his 
train when he saw the red light of the 
train ahead of him.

of the Second Illinois regiment was ?t 
breakfast yesterday on the San Joss 
wharf, the men invited a detachment of 
the Spanish guard to Join them. The 
Invitation was accepted, mutual compli- 
ments passing in sign language.

FAbHIONS IN FUR. 


A Mohammedan Learae. 


The St. Petersburg correspondent of 


tho London Telegraph is responsible for 
the assertion that the Russian govern- 
ment some time ago discovered that the 
sultan had been intriguing to secure a 
union of all the Mohammedan coun- 
tries. According to this authority, he 
wrote a letter, proposing a holy alliance 
to all the Modern monarohs. Among 
the rulers who received copies of this 
missive were the emir of Bokhara and 
tho khan of Khiva, who asked permis- 
sion from Russia to go to Constantino- 
ple for the purpose of paying adoration 
to the sacred flag and of visiting the 
eultan, the head of Islamism. Russia 
divined the real project behind the con- 
templated journey, because a report had 
been received from Teheran that the 
ghab was preparing for a visit to Con- 
stantinople, acd in consequence of this 
information the requests of the emir 
and the khan were refused. Besides 
Great Britain and Russia, France is in- 
terested in this question, and the three 
powers could easily frustrate any de- 
sign of this sort by declining to allow j 
either the khedive of Egypt, the sultans 
of Morocco and Tangier, tho emir of 
Afghanistan or the sovereigns of the 
Mohammedan states in India to go to 
the Turkish capital. It is suggested that 
there is some connection between the 
recent obstinacy of Turkey and tbia ver- 
sion of a Mohammedan league 


Japanese as Linffuista. 


The Japanese naval officers who have 


been assigned to duty on the Kasagi, 
now in course of completion at Cramps' 
shipyard, are highly cultured. They do 
not confine themselves to their native 
tongue, but can converse in several lan- 
guages with equal facility. 
The other 


day a group of them started out for a 
trolley ride. Sitting near them was a 
well known professor of languages who 
occupies a chair at the University of 
Pennsylvania. The eminent scholar was 
very much surprised in a few moments 
to heai somebody behind him declare, 
"I eay, boys, there's a pretty girl at 
that window." This was spoken in ex- 
cellent English. A reply was immedi- 
ately made in French. Directly after 
another remark emanated in the Ger- 
man tongue, and then the quartet sang 
together in low tones a little love coup- 
let in Italian. When the surprised pro- 
fessor turned about to get a glance at 
his fellow passengers, he was surprised 
to see four yoang men with swarthy 
skins, bright black eyes and closely 
cropped mustaches. They were dressed 
in the height of fashion and each wore 
a gold rimmed monocle.

ameled Japanese flag in the coat lapel 
of each was the only thing that indi- 
cated their calling.—Philadelphia Keo- 
ord.

which commodity gave employment to 
only 286,000 workmen, while if the like 
sum had been spent on the leading

The number 
of unemployed during the same year 
was 1,360,000, therefore had the money 
spent in the saloon been spent in the 
store, there would have been 289,000 
jobs looking 
for 
men, instead 
of 


1,360,000 men looking for jobs. The un- 
fortunate needy would be well cared 
for under these changed conditions, 
nor would the care of them be felt 
to be a burden on the taxpayers, for 
property would be well occupied and 
rent easily collected. 


As to the second reason given for 


the closing of the saloon, a simple test 
as to its accuracy, if it would not be 
too dangerous to apply, would be to 
close all the churches in the city for 
one year and let us have the full effect 
of the saloon without the counter act- 
ing influence of the church.

in a suffering condition. 
On Saturday 


last he took to his bed, and grew steadily 
wors« until yesterday afternoon, when 
he died. 


At his bedside were his wife, two 


daughters and two sons, Captain Stew- 
art M. Bric« and John F. Brice, the lat- 
ter a student at Harvard university. 
Another son, Kirkpatrick Brice, is now 
with Admiral Dewey at Manila, 
The 


family physician was also at the bed- 
•id« when death came. 


Calvin S. Brice~"W3s a;1fatrve of Ohio, 


and was born in 1845.H* was the sonof a 
Presbyterian minister. Three years be- 
fore the Civil war he entered Miami uni- 
versity, but in 1861 he enlisted in a uni- 
versity company for the war. He served 
in West Virginia in the Eighty-sixth 
Ohio infantry. In 1S63 he graduated frorr 
the us!ver=lty and after teaching school 
a few months he became captain of a 
-company in tHe One Hundred and Eighth 
Ohio and served till the end of the war. 
He then went to the Ann Arbor, Mich., 
law school, and was afterward* adrnitted 
to the bar in Cincinnati. He took an ac- 
tive interest in politics, and in the cam- 
paign of 1876 he was electoral candidate 
on the Tilden ticket and again on the 
Cleveland ticket in 1884. In 1SS8 he was 
a del^sute at large to tine Democratic 
national convention at St. Louis, where 
the Ohio delegation chose him as a mem- 
ber of the national committee. He was 
chairman of the executive committee 
during; the 1888 campaign, and on the 
death of William H. Barnum was elected 
c-hairman of the Democratic national 
iommtttee. 


In tne winter of 1S90 Mr. Brice was 


elected United States senator from Ohio 
10 succeed Henry B. Payne, and took his 
seat March 4, 1891. In the senate, Mr. 
Brice became a. prominent figure- He 
wr,s soon made a, nreinber of ths Demo- 
cratic steering committee and became 
also a member of the committee on ap- 
propriations. 


Mr. Brice seldom spoke in the senate, 


'>nt he was a close observer of every- 
thing that was going on an^ was always 
jeep in the councils of the party. Mr. 


served eix years in the senate, 
succeeded by Mr. Foraker. In 


Washington he occupied the Corcoran 
tlouss and gave lavish entertainments. 
Until the Democratic party adopted free 
silver as a cardinal principle, Mr. Brice 
^•as the leader in his party in Ohio, but 
rfter that he did not take an active part 
in politics.
